GVN STORE BVRGLARIZED 


$50.00 REWARD 


Expert burglars entered W. H. Eckhardt’s Gun Store, 609 and 611 K street, on Tuesday night March 
11, 1902, by means of sawing off a >4 inch iron bar from basement door. They left behind 2 saw blades qV 2 
inches long, one of which is marked “Griffin,” also a common table napkin, which was evidently used by beintr 
wrapped around one end of saw blade as a handhold to operate the blade. A citizen saw 2 men coming a wav 
from the vicinity ot the rear entrance of Mr. Eckhardt’s store about 11:45)©. m., the shorter man carrying 2 new 
square looking small leather cases, and the other and larger man carried a larger and also new looking leather 
case. The 2 cases carried by No. 1 (short man) are evidently 2 new chocolate colored leather shotgun shell 
cases stolen from this store. The partitions (blue color) had been torn out of the shell cases, possibly to en¬ 
able the burglars to fill these cases with cutlery and other goods; these partitions were left behind in store 

They must have made several trips as they could by no means carry the shotguns (even if taken apart) 
in these cases, nor was there room in them to carry all the goods they took. F J

On Nov. 21, 1899, he shot and killed his wife’s brother while asleep in bed, and then shot 
at his wife but did not succeed in killing her. He has four children, the oldest, a boy of 14 years, 
the youngest, a girl of 4 years, all living in this locality. Gallagher has been indicted by our 
grand jury and we now hold papers for his Arrest.

MURDERED BY A FOOTPAD 

At II p. m. Saturday, May 17th, James Markham, a prominent employee at S. P. Co.’s 
Repair Shops, was stood up and shot here by an unknown footpad and died next day. Bullet 
is 38 caliber. When nearing Eighth and N Streets, Markham says he saw a short, light build 
young man coming along, wearing a Carnival mask, and when within a few feet distance this 
man presented a long barreled, nickel plated pistol and commanded Markham to throw up his 
hands. As it was at the close of the Street Fair Carnival, Markham treated the matter as a joke 
and walked away, when the murderous robber fired and fatally shot him and ran away at once. 
This man, certainly, is very inexperienced at “ stick-up ” work. He is evidently the same foot¬ 
pad who, three nights previous and in the same vicinity, attempted to hold up a boy named Dave 
McCullough. The boy ran and the robber fired a shot after him and ran away. He is described 
as a man about between twenty and thirty years old, 5 feet 4 inches to 5 feet 6 inches tall, about 
130 to 140 pounds, short mustache, may now be smooth shaven, clothes looked dark at night 
sack coat, black slouch hat.

Charles Green and John Doyle, alias Fred. Mercer, are wanted for the murder of Austin J. Crowe, in this 
city, on the night of June 28th, 1902 ; the two other men connected with them in the murder are still uniden¬ 
tified, hut will probably be found in their company, as the gang left the city together shortly after the murder. 

Austin J. Crowe conducted a grocery and a saloon at the corner of Chicago and Fulton Streets, this city ; 
on the evening of June 28tli had closed his grocery and gone into his saloon for the purpose of closing his day’s 
business ; four men (two of them identified as Green and Doyle) entered the saloon and ordered drinks, which 
were furnished by Crowe. From a tenant occupying rooms over Crowe’s, it is learned a dispute occurred as to 
the payment for the drinks. Crowe who was a courageous and athletic man, and never known to have had 
trouble in his saloon, ordered the men to leave his place, and undoubtedly endeavored to eject the men from 
the saloon ; several shots were fired ; three of the men escaped from the saloon through the door, the fourth 
man by jumping through the window carrying glass and sash with him. 

Green and Doyle, alias Mercer, are both professional thieves, sneaks and pickpockets. Green belongs in 
this city, and was'released from the State Industrial School, Rochester, June 28th, the day of the murder ; he 
was sentenced to the Reformatory for sneaking a jewelry store in this city with four others, all being arrested 
in Toronto and brought back. 

Doyle, alias Mercer, belongs in Toronto, Ont.. where he has a bad record ; he was paroled from the New 
York State Reformatory, Elmira, N. Y., February 20th, 1902, and was still under parol; he was committed 
there for larceny committed in this city. 

It was either Green or Doyle that jumped through the window, and the one that did is supposed to be cut 
by the broken glass, either on the hand or leg or both, as we learn since they left the city that a person con¬ 
nected with the gang called on a doctor here and asked for bandages and instructions in binding a wound, but 
would not inform the doctor who the patient was or the nature of the injury. 

They hang out at newsboys’ and bootblacks’ homes, working boys’ homes and cheap lodging houses

GREEN and DOYLE were traced to Denver, Colo., where Green was arrested July 28th. Doyle was tipped 
off by a local crook, eluded the officers and escaped; he was traced into Wyoming. 

They were accompanied by two other men, J. Richards and Fred Chilton, both professional thieves from 
Toronto, Ont., and both supposed to be implicated in the Crowe murder. Richards was arrested with Green ; 
Chilton escaped with Doyle. The gang were making for the Pacific Coast, where they intended to enlist either 
in army or navy ; Doyle and Chilton may do so. 

CHILTON is about 19 years, 5 feet 8, good build, fair complexion, grey eyes, light brown hair, smooth 
shaven, wore black derby, well worn blue double breasted sack coat, dark vest, striped pants, light cotton 
shirt, no collar, black enamel shoes much worn. 

Another member of the gang, and suspected of the murder is a man named WILLIAM FLEMMING 
alias DOC FLEMMING, whom we have traced west as far as Chicago ; he is 22 or 23 years old, 5 feet 9,140 
pounds, long face, long nose, long chin turned up in front, face tanned and weather beaten, dark brown hair, 
and blue eyes, very much pigeon toed, wore a grey checked cutaway coat, grey vest, dark blue pants, light 
outing shirt, no collar, black soft fedora hat, high crown not creased on top but 3 or 4 dents in side, patent 
leather shoes well worn cracked across the top.
